The Use of the Agricultural College 


HE following quotation is taken from the regular press 

letter sent out by the University of Missouri. The title 
that is given is “Do You Use Your Agricultural College?” 
The matter is so thoroughly practical that we take pleasure 
in reproducing it as follows: 

“The fundamental principle of all public institutions 
is service. The Missouri College of Agriculture was 
founded to serve. Most folks have an idea that its service 
is limited to those who attend the institution. As a matter 
of fact, giving resident instruction is only one of the three 
important functions of the college of agriculture. The 
other two functions are research or experimentation and 
extension. The experiment function is carried on to solve 
farm problems. The solutions of these problems, however, 
are of very little benefit unless they are given to the people. 
It is the business of the instructional and extension divi- 
sions to make practical application of the facts discovered 
by experimental research and to give them to the public.” 

The letter goes on to state that the agricultural col- 
lege cannot solve all the problems that arise in the man- 
agement of a farm. All of the foregoing is especially 
applicable to agricultural colleges everywhere, and it is 
also true that there are very few farm problems the solu- 
tion of which cannot be worked out to better advantage 
by co-operating with your agricultural college. The pur- 
pose of the college in experimentation is exceptionally 
emphasized in this work. 


The man who has problems to solve will do well to 
ask the advice of his own state college of agriculture. The 
man who is brought face to face with any perplexing mat- 
ters in his farm management will find that those who are 
constantly making a study of matters of this kind will be 
best able to help him over these difficulties, 

There is another angle from which this particular 
matter may be viewed and that is the question of close 
relationship between the college of agriculture and the 
practical farmer. These institutions of learning are estab- 
lished for the particular benefit of the farmer and it's 
really the farmer’s duty to take advantage of the services 
which they stand ready to offer. There has been a notice: 
able lack of this friendly feeling of co-operation in some 
sections in the past, but this has been due to a lack ot 
understanding between the farmers and the colleges, and 
one of the most encouraging features of present day agt 
culture is the passing of this feeling. Make use of your 
agricultural college. It exists to help you and it can ul- 
fill its mission only through your co-operation. 


Extension work, which is really another word for pro 
motion, is being adapted to all sorts of activities. Recently 
the breed organizations have put 6n field men Of chiefs 
of extension work. —_—_—_—_- :

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Holstein - Friesian Abbreviations 
and Nomenclature 


By MALCOLM H. GARDNER, Superintendent A. R.O.’ 


AM glad to give you a brief reply to questions as to 

Holstein-Friesian nomenclature. This, I hope, may be 
of interest to the readers of The Holstein-Friesian World. 
A. R. O. is the abbreviation in general use for the words 
Advanced Registry Official; and this abbreviation was first 
used by me in an advertisement in Hoard’s Dairyman many 
years ago, before I became Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry. Advanced Registry records were of two kinds— 
those officially authenticated through being supervised by 
some appointee of an agricultural college, and records not 
so supervised but “sworn in” through the affidavits of all 
engaged in the making of the test. At that time the full 
term was Advanced Registry Officially Authenticated; 
and my predecessor placed the abbreviation A. R. for 
Advanced Register after the names of all animals no 
matter how admitted; while after the record for an offi- 
cially authenticated test he placed the abbreviation, 
Official. 


Thinking the words Advanced Registry Official ab- 
breviated to A. R. O. sufficient, I suggested to Mr. Hoxie 
that this abbreviation be adopted to designate tests which 
were officially authenticated, leaving all other tests as A. R. 
only; but Mr. Hoxie thought best to ask our board of offi- 
cers to authorize him to use the abbreviation A. R. O. for 
Advanced Registry Official records and A. R. P., or Ad- 
vanced Registry Private, for non-official records. Our 
board adopted the terms and abbreviations at its June 
meeting, 1901. Later on after I became superintendent, 
some of our breeders who had large numbers of tests that 
had been accepted as non-official did not approve of the 
designation Advanced Registry Private or A. R. P.; and 
when the rules were next revised, by action of our board 
the P. was dropped, and the designation became Advanced 
Registry or A. R. 


In order to distinguish such bulls as had been ad- 
mitted to advanced registration because of having four or 
more A. R. O. daughters from such as had been admitted 
on examination only, I suggested to our board of officers 
that bulls that had been admitted on the production of 
daughters should be designated as Advanced Registry 
Standard, with the abbreviation A. R. S.; and such bulls 
have become known as standard sires. Any bull with 
A. R. O. daughters is designated as a proved sire because 
he has proved that he is able to beget daughters of merit. 
It is improper to speak of a bull as A. R. O., as that 
designation applies to cows only. One may speak of a 
bull as having strong A. R. backing when his sires are 
largely A. R. S. and his dams A. R. O. An animal’s breed- 
ing is said to be one-sided when only the sire shows 
advanced registry backing. Some breeders designate a 
bull’s standing by his dam’s production; speaking of such 
a bull, for instance, as a 30-pound bull, and meaning that 
the cow has produced something over 24 pounds fat in 
seven days, equivalent in Holstein-Friesian language to 
30 pounds of butter. 


When the semi-official test was authorized and tests 
so made admitted to publication in the Advanced Register, 
it became necessary to have some abbreviation of the 
designation for the Certificates of Registry; and the ab- 
breviation as it now appears and is generally accepted is 
A. R. S. O., in contra distinction from the purely A. R. O. 
Long-time tests are now of two kinds—the A. R. S. O. 
and the A. R. O.; and as there are not enough of the 
latter to warrant a regular classification, they appear in 
the long-time lists with a star leading to a footnote stating 
that they are “strictly official.” 


Something over sixteen years ago, Secretary Hough- 
ton was authorized by our board of directors to publish, 
as a private matter and at his own risk and expense, an 
epitome of the officially authenticated records entered in 
the Advanced Register, and also to include a list of sires 
of daughters with officially authenticated records, the 
daughters of each sire with their records being listed be- 
neath the name of that sire. It was a very small book 
as we look at such things now; but at the time it attracted 
a vast deal of attention, and its publication was a matter 
of the greatest value to the breed. The official book of 
the State of Wisconsin is bound in blue and is usually 
referred to as the Wisconsin State Blue Book; so when 
I received my copy of Mr. Houghton’s little Holstein- 
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Friesian Year Book and found it bound in 
intents and purposes an official book, I christened it 
Holstein-Friesian Blue Book, and in writing always the 
tioned it under that name. Everybody accepted the nn 
at once and the book, now grown to so great q —e 
still known as the Holstein-Friesian Blue Book hen ry

As to world’s records there seems to be many thou. 
sands of ways of getting such a record for advertising pur- 
poses; and something new in this line is sprung upon the 
Advanced Registry Office every week. The Holstein. 
Friesian Association has established five prize divisions 
with seven classes in each division; and any record ex. 
ceeding all others in the class is the class record, while 
the largest class record in that division is the division 
record. To be a world’s record, it is necessary that the 
record exceed for the class not only all Holstein-Friesian 
records, but also those of all other breeds. Thus, one 
animal in each division may hold two leading records, one 
for the division and one for its class in that division, In 
this way we would have forty possible leading records as 
recognized by the association, though for advertising pur. 
poses their number is uncountable. 


The Cover Subject 


At the Cazenovia sale June 3d and 4th, 1915, E. LeRoy 
Pelletier of Michigan purchased a beautiful seven- 
year-old cow known as Woodcrest Dora DeKol, Mr, 
Pelletier was very much pleased with his acquisition, for 
she had not only proven her capacity as a producer but 
she combined with this superior quality, wonderful lines 
of breeding tracing to four of the most remarkable sires 
of the breed and to a number of high record cows, 


Woodcrest Dora DeKol has a record at 5% years of 
very nearly 36 pounds of butter and at that time 36 pounds 
was as remarkable as a 46-pound record is today. In addi- 
tion to this record she gave 135.76 pounds of butter from 
2,778.7 pounds of milk in 30 days and she is an exception- 
ally high testing cow. Her average per cent of fat in this 
test for the 30 days was 3.91 per cent and for the 7 days 
4.43 per cent. She has another record at 4% years of 2721 
from 542 pounds of milk with an average test of 4.01 per 
cent. At 3%4 years she made 24.07 pounds of butter from 
546.2 pounds of milk and she has correspondingly good 
records at the ages of 33 and 22 months, so that she 
has proven herself a consistent producer all along the line. 


In making his purchase Mr. Pelletier had some very 
definite plans in mind and the fact that he has been able 
to realize these plans completely as he himself says is 
very flattering recommendation of his good judgment.

HE volume of good, high-class reading matter that is 
, offered to the breeders and farmers of America today 
is remarkable. The papers and magazines are not referred 
to in this connection so much as the great numbers of 
books that are being put out by men of national and inter- 
national reputation in the lines about which we write. 
A few years ago if one had mentioned a book on farm- 
ing he would have created decided merriment. In those 
days, farming was merely a matter of stirring the soil and 
gathering the harvest. The reasons for various lines of ac- 
tivity were never thought of.

With such a campaign in 
force there is no question as to the outcome and this is 
the one thing that stands in the way of a wave of Holstein 
popularity that will sweep everything before it. 


Farm Bookkeeping 


HE matter of bookkeeping on the farm is not a new 

topic. Ofttimes we hear an elderly man say, “I am 
not too old to learn.” It is for a reason, perhaps, similar 
to this that we wish to bring it up again. We all know 
how we are sometimes skeptical when some new idea is 
advanced along some line, which is said to be practical. 
It might be of great benefit to us but we leave it for the 
other fellow to try out. 

There are very few farmers who keep accurate ac- 
counts of costs and credits. Those who do start this, very 
seldom discontinue the system. They have found that 
to make their business efficient they must have a com- 
plete and properly arranged cost statement to enable 
them to study and to compare methods, and finally to 
determine by what method they can produce a certain 
article the cheapest. One of these articles, the production 
of which must be kept as low as possible, is milk. Es- 
pecially is this so right now when the prices of feeds are 


‘so high. By keeping books, a farmer will find out what 


it costs him to produce milk and he will, as a result, keep 
a closer watch on the prices of different feeds. He will 
find out whether his dairy as a whole is profitable. He 
will find out whether it is profitable to raise his heifer 
calves or whether he should dispose of them. 

We could go into detail and point out many other 
reasons why we should know what we are doing. A city 
concern must know how it can keep down expenses. The 
books show the management how this can be done. In 
like manner. we must consider our farms as factories, 
and if we wish to make the largest returns possible from 
our factories, we must have some way of checking up. 
It will be a simple and easy task if we use system.

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Some Problems of the Fair Manager 


By C. S. WILSON’ New York 


ONNECTED as I have been for 

the last few years with the state 
fair, and as commissioner of agricul- 
ture with the county fairs, I have giv- 
en considerable attention to the sub- 
ject of fair management, including the 
award of premiums and the conduct 
of exhibits. As a result of this study 
I have come to the conclusion that 
those of us who are producers should 
recognize the importance and value 
of the county fair, and should encour- 
age it by more general interest than 
participation. Our leaders, I believe, 
canand should co-operate more close- 
ly than they do with the fair assoc- 
jations, and such co-operation, would 
not only assist these associations in 
accomplishing their purpose—namely 
the promotion of agriculture—but 
would also redound, in a marked de- 
gree, to the credit, and indirectly to 
the income, of the producer. Too of- 
ten the local owner under-estimates 
the value of his own stock before the 
fair, but on leaving the grounds makes 
the remark, “I have better stock at 
home in my barns.” The thought I 
want to emphasize is this: that owner 
is just the man who should be encour- 
aged toexhibit. His effort and those 
of others like him might surprise both 
the fair association and the community 
as to its own wealth and resources. 


I recall a definite illustration that 
occurred at a fair in southern New 
York. It was during the prevalence 
of foot and mouth disease. The fair 
officials were desperate to know how 
to secure a cattle exhibit without dis- 
credit. They undertook to encourage 
local talent idea, with the result that 
that fall saw the largest and finest cat- 
tle exhibit ever held in that locality. 
What was possible in this community 
may be possible, undoubtedly is pos- 
sible, in communities where agricul- 
tural industries are similar. 


If the members of the State Breed- 
ers’ Association, as individuals, would 
endeavor earnestly to improve the ex- 
hibits at their county fairs, I feel con- 
fident that a big step would be taken 
for the development of the state’s live- 
stock interests. In urging before you 
who are breeders, co-operation 
with county fair associations, 

do not doubt that I am 
speaking to many men who hap- 
pen to be members of such associa- 
tions—men who therefore have a di- 
rect influence and an immediate in- 
terest in those associations. I am glad 
of the opportunity of addressing such 
members, but I feel also that the at- 
tention of breeders who are non-mem- 
bers of fair associations is equally as 
important, in that the most spontan- 
cous improvement in fair exhibits must 
come through private individuals who

have not heretofore made the effort 
to exhibit, or those whose interest 
could easily be doubled. To all breed- 
ers, then, I wish to make a special 
appeal, to urge on them the advant- 
ages of neighborly competition in their 
town or county livestock exhibits, and 
to discuss what can be done in an- 
swer to the usual prejudices against 
exhibiting on the part of private in- 
dividuals, 

In the first place, neighborly com- 
petition means incentive to livestock 
improvement. Comparatively few 
farmers have the opportunity of at- 
tending the large fairs and_ stock 
shows.Many of them may not be 
inclined to the study of farm papers 
or agricultural bulletins. Some of 
them mingle with but few other farm- 
ers, and those whose ideas are sim- 
ilar to their own. To such men a 
livestock show worth while will be 
an inspiration. They will have their 
eyes opened to the weaknesses and 
strong points of their own cattle, and 
those of the cattle of their neighbor- 
hood. They will profit by the exhibi- 
tions of their fellow townsmen, but in 
the end the exhibiting breeders can af- 
ford to give their neighbors the bene- 
fit of their exhibits. Furthermore, 
they make a distinct gain, since the 
better the reputation of the section, 
the better are the opportunities of 
best breeders in it. Almost every live- 
stock breeding center has gained its 
reputation through beginnings made as 
a result of individual effort at local 
shows or town fairs. Herein the man 
who has progressively endeavored to 
bring good animals into his neighbor- 
hood, and to do his community a ser- 
vice by exhibiting his animals at the 
county fair, reaps his reward. 


It is further to such men’s advantage 
to endeavor to see that a competent 
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judge is provided to pass on the ex- 
hibits. His services will be well worth 
the fee required, provided he explains 
to the competitors assembled on just 
what basis his judgments are made. 
believe the members of this association 
could make a_ contribution worth 
while for the assistance of fair as- 
sociations, if they would prepare a 
list of judges whose ability to make 
and explain their judgments would 
prove of educational value to com- 
petitors. 

A second inducement of more im- 
mediate return to the exhibitor of 
good animals is the opportunity for 
advertising afforded thereby; and 
there are further opportunities to be 
developed through the conduct of 
stock sales and the operation of breed- 
ing stables—enterprises that have 
proved so advantageous wherever they 
have been tried out. 

It all sounds rosy, you may 
think, until we come to a few of 
the difficulties and discouragements 
that exhibitors so often meet. I know 
that many of you are thinking at the 
present moment, “That’s all very well 
on the face of it, but many of us who 
have the ambition for stock improve- 
ment, and who are trying out, in a 
small way, sell off our stock too fast 
and are compelled to do so too rapid- 
ly to make a showing in any one 
class.” 

One man among you may have a 
bull whose record he is proud of, but 
he has sold off all the offspring. An- 
other may have a couple of cows that 
would be a credit in a prize herd, but 
he cannot fill the class in either of 
these entries. Well and good, then let 
him, through the co-operation of the 
farm bureau or the livestock associa- 
tion, get together a prize herd and fix 
on a pro rata division of the prize 
money. Group together the bull and 
his offspring, and let them share in 
the scheduled prize. 

Again, you may say, “It is a great

Holstein -Friesians from the View 
Point of a Southerner 


By J. C. DeBEVOISE 


Our president has asked me to 
chant the praises of the Holstein cow. 
Now, there are so many superior 
points about Holstein-Friesian cattle 
that it would take too much time to 
enumerate all of them, so I will just 
mention a few of the fundamentals. 

Before proceeding with my subject, 
I wish to read two items published in 
the Holstein-Friesian World that will 
be of interest to everyone, as showing 
the immense value of the dairy busi- 
ness: 

“It is of particular interest to Hol- 
stein breeders, for the Holstein is 
very popular in California, to look at 
these figures for 1916.

“Accepting the above figures and es- 
timates of the State Dairy Bureau as 
at least conservative, the dairy cows of 
California produce twice the annual 
revenue that comes from her gold 
mines and exceeds the value of her 
citrus fruit industry by ten million 
dollars. 

“It is estimated that the revenue 
resulting from the sale of Wisconsin 
dairy products during the past year to- 
taled in excess of $110,000,000.” 

Considering the immense amount of 
money sent out of Florida every year 
for butter, condensed milk, cream and 
other dairy products, it does seem like 
we ought to try to produce more and 
keep that money at home. 

I may be called a Holstein crank, 
and I am proud of it. The Holstein- 
Friesian cattle are the oldest breed of 
dairy cattle known, having originated 
in a province of Holland called Fries- 
land; hence the name. They have 
made that place quite famous as a 
butter and cheese country. 

Those people think more of their 
cattle, and give them more care and 
attention than some people in this 
country give their families; and I be- 
lieve right there is the secret of their 
having such fine, large, heavy pro- 
ducing cows. Right hére I want to 
emphasize the point that you must 
take good care of your cattle and 
keep them free of ticks, especially in 
raising the calves. You do not need 
to feed extremely, but feed them 
enough and regularly to keep them 
growing every minute. 

A stunted calf, no matter how 
much breeding there may be back 
of it; never makes the cow it should 
be. Do not neglect your purebred 
bull. Some people think that be- 
cause they do not get any direct prof- 
it from him through the milk pail he 
does not need any attention. Always 
remember he is half. or over half, 
of the herd. Feed him well, so he 
may grow to be a good represen- 
tative of the breed, for he is the boy

stitution to his offspring. 

Holstein cattle are the heaviest 
producers, both in milk and butter, of 
any dairy breed. They hold the 
world’s records today—one cow, May 
Echo Sylvia, having made 152 pounds 
of milk in 24 hours, or about 75 quarts. 
Seventeen cows have reached the 
record of 40 pounds of butter in sev- 
en days; one of them 50.68 pounds. 
They hold the records in milk for 365 
days with the enormous amount of 
over 30,000 pounds; and in butter with 
1,500 pounds. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association 
is the strongest of its kind, in fact, 
we have a larger membership than all 
of the other dairy breed associations 
combined. We are registering and 
transferring more animals than any 
of the others. At the end of the fis- 
cal year, April 30, 1911, we had 4,159 
members.

Iowa Holstein Breeders’ Meeting 


The annual meeting of the Iowa 
Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Associa- 
tion was held on the last day of Jan- 
uary during Farmers’ Week at the 
Iowa State ‘College of Agriculture at 
Ames. In every respect it was the 
most successful meeting ever held, 
both from’ the standpoint of mem- 
bers and enthusiasm. 

The feeling prevailed throughout 
the meeting that even though the Hol- 
stein holds the place of pre-eminence 
among the dairymen of Iowa, yet 
there are great possibilities for further 
development. The demand for breed- 
ing stock is strong in all sections of 
the state and breeders are located in 
almost all sections, yet the get-togeth- 
er spirit should be more decidedly en- 
couraged. 

The forenoon was taken up by talks 
from various members who are prom- 
inent breeders and advocates of the 
breed, while the afternoon was spent 
in the transaction of regular business 
incident to an annual meeting. The 
election of officers for the ensuing 
year was the most important matter 
to come up. 

The morning session was opened 
by a few remarks from President Nel- 
son. Mr. Nelson is not a stranger 
among Holstein men. As is always 
the case, those who were not Hol- 


stein advocates at the beginning of 
the talk were converts when he had 
finished speaking. Each hearer was 
made to feel that he had not fulfilled 
his mission until he had done all he 
could do for the breed. 


Mr. Nelson has recently been visit- 
ing various sections of the country 
and speaking in the interest of the 
breed. He says that wherever he 
found Holsteins he found prosperous 
conditions. This goes to show, as he 
remarked later, the truth of the pro- 
verb “Keep a Holstein and she will 
keep you. 

The next speaker was Dr. 0. P. 
Thompson, the state market milk in- 
spector. Dr. Thompson is not breed- 
ing Holsteins now, but he was one 
of the pioneer breeders in the middle 
west. He said the Holstein has been 
able to make good better than, any 
other cow and gave a few statistics 
to justify this statement. He said that 
six years ago there were only six 
1000-pound cows and only one of these 
are Holsteins. Today there are 
110, 1000-pound cows and 64 of these 
are Holsteins, or in other words the 
Holstein breed can lay claim to 
per cent of the entire list. saad 

Another point that he emphasize 
was that of a square deal inall trans- 
actions. “Nothing,” says Dr. Thomp- 
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“wit! keep our business in better 
soo, “wil hg promote the interests 
of the breed, so much as to keep up a 
good reputation. Do not sell poor 
animals. They are never bargains. 

Mr, Barney, another of Iowa’s pio- 
neer Holstein men, was next on the 
program. Mr. Barney is a man who 
has done much for the state in pro- 
moting her dairy and Holstein inter- 
ests and in his remarks he made an 
appeal for greater enthusiasm, and 
for more of a co-operative spirit. 

Speaking of the advancement of 
the dairy industry in Iowa, Mr. 
Barney says there has been an in- 
crease of 8,000,000 pounds of butter 
this last year over the year before. 
This, he thinks, is the result of us- 
ing more purebred bulls and he says 
that at least three-fifths of all pure- 
bred bulls in the state are Holsteins.

A motion was passed that a com- 
mittee be appointed to aid in bring- 
ing the National convention of Hol- 
stein breeders to Waterloo in 1918. 
Mr, Barney was made chairman of 
this committee. Mr. Estel, the state 
dairy expert, said it was his opinion 
that with the assistance of the Wat- 
erloo ‘Chambers of Commerce, the 
convention could be held here.

President, J. F. Cass, Waterloo, to 
succeed C, A. Nelson; vice-president 
G. L. McKay, Waterloo, to succeed 
H. E. Colby; secretary, L. W. Miller, 
Waterloo, and treasurer, Ray Arnold, 
Norwalk, both succeeding Mr. 
McKay.—L. W. Miller, Secy.

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Controlling Contagious Abortion 


By GEORGE H. DACY 


EAD calves and sterile cows to an 

annual value of $20,000,000 result 
from the ravages of contagious abor- 
tion in American herds. The disease 
prevails everywhere that dairy cows 
are to be found. The farmer never 
knows when he is introducing the 
contamination in his herd. At pres- 
ent it is the most destructive plague 
which operates against livestock 
husbandry. 


Abortion has been and can be con- 
trolled in any herd if the owner is 
willing to work and fight the infec- 
tion. First of all it is necessary to 
clean up and disinfect the barns and 
stables which have been exposed to 
the disease. All the ceilings, side- 
walls and partitions should be swept 
clean of cobwebs and dust. All part- 
ly decayed woodwork should be torn 
down and burned. If the floor is of 
earth it should be dug out for four 
to six inches until an entire layer of 
fresh earth is exposed, and then if 
possible a concrete floor should be 
installed. The interior of the barn 
and all the dairy equipment used in 
the stable should be saturated with a 
solution of either six ounces of cre- 
sol compound or a similar amount 
of carbolic acid to each gallon of 
water. After this has dried a white- 
wash containing four ounces. of 
chloride of lime to each gallon should 
be applied with a strong spray pump. 

The breeding animals of the herd 


should all be disinfected. In the case 
of the bull the long hair should be 
clipped from the opening of the sheath 
and the reproductive organ should be 
thoroughly disinfected by the use of 
irrigations of one half per cent cresol 
compound, lysol, one per cent carbol- 
ic acid solution or a solution of one 
to one thousand of potassium per- 
manganate in warm water. A five 
foot rubber tube about one-half inch 
in diameter with a large funnel at- 
tached to one end or a fountain 
syringe and tube may be used in 
this work. The hair on the belly and 
inner sides of the thighs should be 
sponged off with disinfectant twice 
as strong as that used in the irriga- 
tions. After the bull serves each cow 
this process should be repeated. 

The cow that aborts throws out 


_the germs of the disease in the dis- 


charge, the dead calf and the mem- 
branes surrounding it so that all this 
material should be collected and bur- 
ied deep in quicklime or else burned. 
The stall should then be thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected. Usually a 
cow aborts but once so the farmer 
should exercise every effort to save 
his good cows from becoming sterile. 
The reproductive organ of the cow 
should be treated as was that of the 
bull; thorough irrigations will clean 
out the infection. Lugol’s solution

fection has been controlled and all 
discharge from the uterus has ceased 
Diseases which frequently occur with 
abortion such as retained afterbirth 
weakling calves, white scours, sterility 
and calf pneumonia will also be con. 
trolled by the treatments to stamp 
out the abortion. 

If the afterbirth is retained it does 
not pay to go after it forcibly as 
often blood poisoning results where 
the membranes are torn apart. It js 
advisable to flush the uterus out twice 
a day with a mild antiseptic and to 
allow the membranes to be given out 
in a natural manner. All the uten- 
sils used in this work should be 
thoroughly disinfected. In fact an 
experienced veterinarian is required 
to care for the cow that has retained 
her afterbirth unless the farmer js 
thoroughly experienced with abortion.

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Canadian Holstein-Friesian Notes 


Dairying in the Niagara Peninsula. 

The Niagara peninsula _ consists 
practically of two counties, Welland 
and Lincoln, though parts of Went- 
worth and Haldimand counties may 
be included in the peninsula. In both 
population, and area of cleared land, 
Welland exceeds Lincoln, the figures 
in round numbers being 50,000 and 
32,000 for population, 163,000 and 
185,000 acres, respectively. 

While it has been usually consid- 
ered that the land in the Niagara 
peninsula is well suited for growing 
fruit and too valuable for dairy or 
general farm purposes, we are in- 
clined to think that dairying might be 
carried on more extensively than it is, 
with profit to the farmers of that sec- 
tion of Ontario. 

By way of comparison let us look 
at a typical dairy country such as Ox- 
ford, where the area of cleared land is 
about twice that in Welland, or 
400,000 acres, and the population a 
little less, or 47,000 people. 

The ratio of cows to cleared land in 
Welland is, one cow to sixteen acres, 
while in Oxford, it is one cow to nine 
acres. The ratio of cows per head of 
population, is one to three-and-a-half 
persons in Welland and one to one 
in Oxford. The total assessed values 
of land, buildings, implements and live- 
stock in these two counties are, forty- 
eight and one-half million dollars in 
Oxford and twenty-two and one-half 
millions in Welland. Without desir- 
ing to press conclusions too far, Ox- 


ford county with about th 
a little less population, has mere hal 
twice the assessed value of the lar = 
of two counties in the Niagara - 
insula. The lesson—cows add to ‘ee 
wealth of the people of a county. . 
We think more cows are needed ; 
the Niagara peninsula: First, to ni 
ply the increasing demand for milk 
and milk products. Doubtless th 
Niagara peninsula is destined to be 
the most thickly populated rural and 
urban district of Ontario, outside th 
large cities, such as Toronto, Hamil. 
ton and London. Men and children 
need cow’s milk to grow strong bod- 
ies and maintain health of body and 
mind. This milk and milk products 
should 'be supplied largely by the 
farmers of the Niagara peninsula, in. 
stead of importing it from other 
counties as is the case at present, 
Second: More cows are needed to 
maintain and restore soil fertility, 
The fruit grower and the general farm. 
er both need large supplies of fertiliz. 
ing material which is obtained compar- 
atively cheap by keeping cows. It is 
estimated that the value of the fertif. 
izing material from each cow yearly 
is from $30 to $40. 
Third: More cows will add to the 
revenue of the farm. Let us assume 
10 cows are kept per 100 acres. These 
cows should produce from 60,000 to 
80,000 Ibs. milk in a year worth from 
$900 to $1,600; or from 2,500 to 3,00 
lbs. butter and 25 to 35 tons of skim- 
milk, the two products worth from

deal of trouble to assemble and care 
for our animals during fair time, and 
even though they stand creditably 
they are never sure of any recogni- 
tion, let alone the prize, the latter 
amounting to little at best. The fancy 
breeder may come along with fancy 
cattle that have not been raised with 
a view to business economy, but rath- 
er fattened in the lap of luxury. What 
chance have my cattle if this man 
chances to exhibit?” Herein I have 
a theory. It may be difficult of ac- 
complishment under some circum- 
stances, but I believe it would work 
well under a competent judge, and 
the educational value in the services 
of such a judge we acknowledge to 
be worth while. 

My theory is this: I believe that 
any animal scoring above a certain 
creditable score, should participate 
in the award of the prize money for 
a pro rata prize. In this way each 
man’s animals would receive their 
just recognition, which would mean 
much to him from the viewpoint of 
advertising and give his cattle distinc- 
tion and himself due encouragement 
in the neighborhood. 

I realize that there is one discourag- 
ing factor to the small breeder, re- 
garding which I have made no ref- 
erence as yet. That is the rounder 
or professional exhibitor, with whose 
exhibits you are probably more or 
less familiar. The circuit man pre- 
pares his exhibits with considerable 
care, because they are a source of in- 
come to him; whereas, for the ama- 
teur, the prize is more a source of 
local pride. Whether the breeder's 
association should discourage the so- 
called rounder, is a question to con- 
sider. We must remember that his 
exhibits have educational value and 
may sometimes prove a source of en- 
couragement to the industry. 

I further raise the question as to 
whether moneys given in premiums 
to these professional men comply 
with the spirit of the law that pro- 
vides for this $250,000 each year. It 
has been suggested, and with seeming 
justice, that it would be only fair to 
local livestock interests to put a hand- 
icap on all prizes taken by exhibitors 
from outside the county, or per 
haps to provide two classes, one for 
local exhibitors and one for outsiders. 
The question is one worthy of con- 
sideration. 

In conclusion let me say, that, ef 
forts of the breeders in the further-

A mixture per 
acre as follows is recommended 
for permanent pastures: 3 to 5 
Ibs. alfalfa; 2 Ibs. alsike; 4 Ibs, or. 
chard grass; 3 Ibs. tall oat grass: 
2 Ibs. timothy. For pasture dur. 
ing a shorter time use per acre: 
6 Ibs. red clover; 3 Ibs. alsike; 3lbs, 
orchard grass; 3 lbs. meadow fescne: 
3 Ibs. timothy. 

For annual pasture use per acre, 
51 Ibs. oats, 30 Ibs. sugar cane and 
7 Ibs. red clover; or 1 bushel each 
of oats, barley and wheat, with 6 Ibs, 
red clover seed. 


Dairy farmers need to get away 
from the timothy and red clover only, 
seeding, so common in Ontario. 

They also need to grow more corn 
and have an extra silo full of silage 
as an insurance against short feed, 
summer and winter. 

Along with this should go better 
cows, to be secured by using a pure- 
bred male of a recognized dairy breed, 
such as the Holstein, and keeping so 
far as circumstances will permit, pure- 
bred cows. The milk from each cow 
should be weighed regularly, prefer- 
ably night and morning, with a spring 
balance and the weights recorded on 
milk record sheets, which may be 
had free from either the Provincial 
Department of Agriculture, Toronto, 
or the Dominion Department at Ot- 
tawa. 

Samples should be taken for two 
consecutive days, at least once or 
twice during each lactation period, and 
these tested for fat with a Babcock 
test. A suitable tester for a farm is 
one of four-bottle size and _ costs 
about $5. Sampling daily and test- 
ing composite samples monthly is rec 
ommended, where possible. 

Record of merit and record of per- 
formance testing should be the rule on 
farms where purebred cows are kept, 
in order to know the value of breed- 
ing stock. Don’t forget the testing. 
You may have a 50-Ib. cow in the herd. 

Breeders of Holstein cattle should 
keep an eye on legislation which may 
not be helpful to their breed. For 
example, Crop Bulletin 129, from the 
Ontario Department of Agriculture, 
page 5, says: “With the system of 
paying for milk according to fat com- 
ing more into favor, there is somewhat 
of a reaction in the matter of regard- 
ing the Holstein as the most favore 
breed.” ,

Stimulated by the general country- 
wide propaganda for more livestock 
and more dairying, and urged by the 
low prices received for alfalfa, the ir. 
rigation farmer turned his eyes toward 
the dairy cow. The abundance of 
roughage and high prices of grain 
caused the Holstein to find special 
favor in these roving eyes, and she 
was brought into the state by the 
hundreds. Wisconsin, Iowa, and oth- 
er regions where the breed prospered 
were visited by farmers, by dealers, 
by representatives of banks, and by 
county agricultural agents and other 
representatives of the agricultural col- 
lege, and carload after carload of the 
cattle were transplanted to the valleys 
of sunshine in New Mexico. Ot 
course, many of the other breeds were 
brought in, too, but the Holsteins by 
far outnumbered all others. 

Great changes of climate, altitude, 
and feeds are not without harmful 
effect. If a cow pays her way the 
first year she is doing well. The 
younger stock and those brought in 
several months before freshening did 
much better than springers or fresh 
cows. But abnormal conditions again 
upset the viewpoint of the irrigation 
farmer. Alfalfa hay rose steadily in 
price, till now it sells for $25 per ton. 
But the dairy cow is surviving the 
shock. Dairy products are in large 
demand and prices good. In the Me-

Concrete is the favorite material. 
Several monolithic concrete silos were 
constructed under the supervision of 
the dairy extension agent at the agri- 
cultural college. These cost about $3 
per ton capacity, which is as cheap 
as any silo can be erected here. 
Mild weather, abundant sunshine, 
dry barn yards and a long pasture 
season, all combine to make dairying 
attractive. The greatest problem has 
been the labor. Native labor is not 
dependable and not temperamentally 
suited to the care of dairy cows, but 
the dairy industry will soon be out of 
its swaddling clothes and real dairy- 
men and dairy hands will be attracted 
from the east and north. 
Two years ago farm after farm had 
practically no livestock, and it is a 
wonderful and gratifying change now 
to see alfalfa pastures dotted with 
thrifty pigs and barnyards filled with 
herds of clean and healthy dairy 
cows, usually Holsteins, gathered 
round the feed racks munching silage 
or putting down mouthfuls of alfalfa. 
Hay and feed prices are unprecedent- 
edly high, but the steady milk or 
cream check has enabled many a farm- 
er to stay on the farm and meet his 
obligations. And the future is bright 
for the dairy cow in New Mexico.— 
R. W. Latta, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

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Ohio Dairymen Secure the National 


in 1917 


COLUMBUS, OHIO, IS TO HAVE THE 1917 NATIONAL DAIRY SHOW 


HIS was practically settled at 
the session of the Ohio state 
legislature last Thursday when 
an agreement was_ reached _ be- 
tween leaders of this body to pass 
an emergency appropriation bill, mak- 
ing available at once $200,000 for a 
coliseum to be built at the Ohio state 
fair grounds. Upon this action hing- 
ed the decision it is understood, of 
the National Dairy Show Association 
in selecting the Ohio city as a site 
for the year’s greatest dairy exposi- 
tion. This plan will meet with gen- 
eral satisfaction, and is in line with 
the tentative policy of the National 
Dairy Show Association to pass the 
big educational show about to var- 
ious parts of the country. 

Columbus is fortunately situated 
with respect to its availability as a 
site for the show. The fast-awaken- 
ing south is adjacent, the city might 
be said to be almost in the _ heart 
of the middle west, the great north 
central sections and the east are but 
a night’s journey away. 

The Ohio state fair grounds com- 
prise an ideal plant for the show, 
with the proposed addition of a col- 
iseum for the judging. The hotel 
facilities are much better than those 
of Springfield, Mass., in fact much 
better than those of the average city 
that could expect to entertain such 
an exposition as the National Dairy 
Show. The facilities at Columbus 
are to be enlarged, it is understood, 
by the erection of two new hotels as 
well. Columbus is a much larger 
city than Springfield, and better able 
to care for the show in respect to

accommodations within the city 
itself, 

The Ohio State Dairymen’s As- 
sociation has just concluded a three- 
days session at Columbus in connec- 
tion with the observation of Farmers’ 
Week at the Ohio State University. 
The association is to be congratulated 
upon the program that was presented, 
which was without exception very 
educational. Professor Oscar Eff, 
of the dairy department of the Univer- 
sity, deserves much crediti for its 
success. 

The program began on Wednesday 
morning—the address of welcome 
was given by Dean Alfred Vivian of 
the university. Dean Vivian is fam- 
ous throughout Ohio as the man who 
cannot make a public speech to a 
gathering of Ohio farmers without 
launching into eulogy as to the value 
of barnyard manure. Ohio owes 
much to such men as he and Profes- 
sors Plumb and Erf. They are put- 
ting this state on the agricultural map 
in a permanent way, through their 
gospel of better cows and the com- 
plement of better cows, which is better 
fertility. The meeting was opened by 
J. D. Nichols, of Cleveland, in the ab- 
sence of President L. P. Bailey, who 
was late in arriving, but when he did 
come he was “all there.” His ad- 
dress was full of good things—not 
so much of interest to owners of 
purebred cattle as to dairymen. He 
characterized the present high cost of 
feed as a blessing in disguise, because 
it is teaching dairymen to practice 
feeding economies and to study the 
general proposition of feeding dairy 
cattle more carefully. Mr. Bailey 
told his Ohio friends that it was only 
through such study and through or- 
ganization that they may hope to 
secure the maximum profit from 
their dairy operations. 

Mr. Bailey advocated hearty sup- 
port on the part of the dairymen of 
the National Dairy Council’s adver- 
tising plans—he told the Ohio people 
to talk of the food values of milk— 
to advertise these points. 

In respect to the labor problem 
which is a large one with dairy farm- 
ers, he stated that the dairy business, 
in fact all farming operations, should 
be put on a plane where the industry 
could afford to pay wages equal to 
those secured in other lines. This, 
in his opinion, is the only way that 
agricultural pursuits could compete 
with others, and secure equal recog- 
nition at the hands of labor interests. 
The change that has taken place in 
the past few years, whereby the ratio 
of 60 to 40 for producer and consum- 
er has been reversed, until now, the 
consumers outnumber the producers 
by that same ratio, was conclusive ev- 
idence to Mr. Bailey that something 
must be done. He advocated more 
businesslike methods for farm op- 
erations. 

The Wednesday afternoon session 
proved to be the most interesting and 
instructive of the entire program—it 
was opened by L. J. Tabor, master 
of the Ohio State Grange, who dis- 
cussed the cost of milk production. 
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Mr. Tabor lays the

Mr. Tabor, in a brief way 
methods used in his section of Ohi 
to arrive at definite figures cove 
the cost of milk production 8 
briefly but clearly gave the sacane 
ings necessary to reach these po 
clusions. Mr. Tabor has given vd 
problem of the farmer careful — 
accurate study and is well qualified 
although a young man comparatively 
speaking, for the position of leader 
in the State Grange. If that body 
in the state of Ohio adopts some of 
Mr. Tabor’s ideas and catches some 
of his enthusiasm it will go quite a 
way in improving agriculture, in the 
Buckeye state. 

J. D. Nichols, one of the milk dis. 
tributors of Cleveland, followed Mr 
Tabor. He presented the distriby. 
tor’s side of the proposition, giving 
the dairymen an insight into some of 
the problems of this often maligned 
personage. He deplored the neces. 
sity which civic federations found of 
investigating every raise in the price 
of milk and the boycott thereupon— 
especially when these same federa- 
tions permitted, without protest, more 
inexplainable price changes of all 
kinds upon other foods not so val- 
uable. Mr. Nichols spoke very plain- 
ly, and was able to give the interests 
he represents a very forceful hear. 
ing. 

And then the meeting was turned 
over to the editors. E. H. Baker, 
president and editor of the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer, was the first speaker, 
and A. J. Glover of Hoard’s Dairy- 
man followed him. Mr. Baker’s topic 
was “Methods for Harmonizing the 
Different Interests.” He told of the 
foundation of the agricultural com- 
mittee of the ‘Cleveland Chamber of 
Commerce of which he is chairman. 
He showed how this committee had 
gone about an investigation of the 
milk situation in Cleveland. Here 
the dealers were able and_ willing 
to show cost sheets and permit a 
study of the difficulties of distribu- 
tion. When it came to the producers, 
however, the committee found that 
no such figures were available, except 
in rare instances. The difficulties of 
production, of course, the investiga- 
tors were able to appreciate. As a re- 
sult of the investigation and experi- 
ences of the committee in the recent 
milk embargo in Cleveland, Mr. Baker 
was able to offer some very pertinent 
advice to both sides. His chief advice 
to the producer, however, was to 
study costs. He believes a farmer 
would do better when he studies the 
cost sheets of his farming operations 
as they are placed before him. 

Mr. Glover followed Mr. Baker 
with a plea for harmony. He said, 
“There is no law or rule that will 
permit a farmer to be indifferent to 
his work and his conditions and at 
the same time bring him prosperity. 
He explained that he meant that ag 
riculture is a business, and that tt 
must be placed on a permanent foun- 


told the

ge business methods. Bet- 
ter prices, when they come, will not 
relieve the producer of milk of his 
responsibility to make the best of his 
talent, according to Mr. Glover. The 
farmer cannot continue to keep 
“boarder” cows and grow timothy 
where he should _be growing clover 
or alfalfa. Mr. Glover’s remarks as 
to the necessity of a purebred dairy 
bull, he backed with statistics from 
his own state, showing the superior 
productive powcrts of graded-up or 
purebred herds. He also used a case 
in Minnesota, the 100 patrons of one 
creamery, as an illustration of the 
benefits of well graded herds. The 
net profit of the 100 herds compris- 
ing approximately 1,000 cows was 
$5,000, while the profit of the best 
herd, a good grade lot, was $38 per 
cow, eight times as much profit as 
the average. The investment in cows, 
barns and dairy equipment was 
$284,480, while it would have been 
but $35,500 had all the cows been 
as good as those in the best herd. 
In other words, he showed that 148 
of the best cows could have made as 
much profit, as the whole 1,092 ac- 
tually did. 

Mr. Glover’s solution of these prob- 
lems is “organization”’—he advocates 
a combination of cows, crops and 
land. 

In the evening an address was 
given by A. W. Green, who is best 
known to Holstein men by his pur-

chase of the $20,000 bull, King 
Champion Rag Apple. Mr. Green 
talked on the value of purebred 


sires, illustrating his points with the 
story of what another famous Ohio 
Holstein herd had done in a brief 
space of years with purebred Hol- 
steins. He referred to Maplecrest. 
He gave the story of how he came 
to purchase the $20,000 bull, which 
story has been told to World readers 
before. Mr. Green’s talk was brief, 
but it was full of inspiring things, 
and because of his faith in the val- 
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ue of purebred sires, as evidenced by 
his purchase, was of great interest 
to the Ohio dairymen. 

Dr. D. S. White, of the Ohio State 
Veterinary College gave a paper on 
“Preparedness” that was helpful, il- 
lustrating methods of prevention of 
disease. Dr. A. S. Cooley, state vet- 
erinarian, told of the state regulations 
affecting dairymen and breeders and 
presented some interesting views as 
to this phase of dairying. 

On Thursday morning, the produc- 
tion of milk from the health stand- 
point was the first topic for consid- 
eration, and Dr. C. Roussua, of 
the Cleveland Milk Inspection Bureau, 
discussed this matter. He gave the 
dairymen a slightly different angle 
of view on this matter than they had 
been accustomed to look upon this 
problem from, we believe. He _ pic- 
tured inspectors not as arbitrary of- 
ficers, but as educators, reaching out 
to co-operate in the production of a 
good, clean food. He spoke of the 
inspectors as_ protectors of the lives 
of innocent babes. He does not be- 
lieve that the inspectors as a rule 
know it all, nor are they perfect, 
but pleaded for co-operation in an 
effort to produce better milk. 

The discussion of milk from the 
breed standpoint brought out champ- 
ions of four breeds—Jersey, Guern- 
sey, Ayrshire and Holstein. In the 
absence of D. D. Aitken of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, 
who was unable to reach Columbus 
in time for the session, Peter Small 
of Ohio, discussed the matter brief- 
ly in behalf of Holstein interests. 
Paul McNish of Ohio also spoke. 
Both were very modest in their as- 
sertions, not breaking away from the 
conventional at any point in their 
talks. Mr. McNish urged that those 
going into purebred cattle might con- 
sider the breed which found favor in 
their eyes. He also urged them to 
consider the community choice in the 
matter, that a standard community 
product might be marketed, thus de- 
riving the benefit of co-operation. 

The Jersey man was Walter Mac- 
Monnies, field representative of the 
American Jersey Cattle Club. Mr. 
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MacMonnies was far more liberal in 
his assertions than the representative 
of any other breed, going so far as 
to assert that every state that voted 
for Wilson was a strong Jersey state. 
The connection was not plain unless 
it was meant to infer that the Jersey 
hopes to gain recognition by note- 
writing and speech-making, rather 
than by action. The Holstein interests 
did not publicly state their political 
views, but the nearly-equal vote that 
Hughes received might be accounted 
for as readily as the vote for Wilson. 
The Wilson vote was given in recog- 
nition of the fact that “he kept us 
out of war’—but the vote for Hughes 
was because he kept us out of Jerseys. 

Mr. MacMonnies talked at some 
length, being the only breed repre- 
sentative to urge the claims of his 
favorite onenly. But when he advo- 
cated crossing beef cows with pure- 
bred Jersey bulls to raise veal calves, 
President Bailey, who is himself a 
Jersey man, called Mr. MacMonnies’

E. A. Bishop, assistant secretary of 
the American Guernsey Cattle Club, 
spoke in a general way of the advan- 
tage of purebreds and gave a portion 
of his time over to James Watson, 
field representative of the Ayrshire 
association, who discussed also in a 
general way the same topic. 

The annual banquet was held on 
Thursday evening, with a number of 
speakers of national reputation on 
dairy topics in attendance. They in- 
cluded Governor Cox of Ohio, Presi- 
dent D. D. Aitken, John B. Newman, 
Chief of the Extension Bureau of the 
Holstéin Association; W. E. Skinner, 
Secretary of the National Dairy Show 
Association, and others. 

On Friday morning the milk distri- 
bution problems were again attacked, 
and on Friday afternoon the sessions 
were concluded by meetings of the 
Ohio State Dairymen’s Association, 
the Ohio Distributors’ Association, 
and the Milk Producers’ Association. 


MILKING MACHINE NOTES. 


The purpose of this sketch is to 
suggest a few reasons why some farm- 
ers may have been unsuccessful in 
the operation of the mechanical milk- 
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er. There are some conditions 
which may have been _ prevalent 
and brought discouragement. Ev- 
eryone knows how true it is that 
even the most simple piece of 
machinery will sometimes “balk.” 
There are always people who cannot 
make that certain contrivance give 
satisfactory results, even though it be 
of a standard make and the great ma- 
jority of farmers have no trouble at 
all with it. 

The milking machine is not exempt. 
If a man in the dairy business will 
give a good machine a fair tryout, he 
will not discontinue its use but will 
say it is one of the best labor-saving 
devices he can employ. But he must 
give it a fair tryout, and the man who 
can successfully operate any mechan- 
ical device when others cannot is the 
man who has given that device care- 
ful study and when a little something 
has gone wrong, he has investigated 
the cause and corrected it. 

The first and most important factor 
with the milking machine is the cows. 
They may not have been selected for 
machine milking. A cow is not 
adapted to the machine if she pos- 
sesses teats of irregular size or irreg- 
ularly placed. This is the greatest 
cause of trouble with the mechanical

Others 
are operators who lack mechanical 
ability, and operators who do not 
keep the fundamental parts of the ap- 
paratus in working condition. The 
first mentioned, however, is the one 
which one should first seek to remedy 
and if he does he will surely get satis. 
factory results if he uses reasonable 
judgment as an _ operator—L. W. 
Miller. 

[Note—The foregoing is a bit of personal 
experience. The writer has used a mechanical 
milker on his Holstein-Friesian herd with 
success. He had problems to study out and 
overcome just as everybody does with any 
new contrivance, but he worked them out and

An Abundance of Honor. 


Dr. David Roberts in speaking of 
the winnings of Roberts Abbekerk 
Pontiac admits that he had no inten- 
tion of claiming for this young bull 
the junior championship at the Wis- 
consin State Fair. Through some 
oversight this honor was given him but 
the doctor writes that his records do 
not show him claiming any such cred- 
it and he says, “I know that Mr. Esch- 
enheimer has no intention of claim- 
ing any more for this young bull than 
is due him, because that is more than 
any other bull of his age has to his 
credit.” 

Improving Conditions in Kansas. 

Kansas is more often thought of 
as a great wheat and general crop 
state than as a dairy state, yet the 
increase of dairy cows within the state 
during 1916 over the preceding year is 
nearly 116,000. One of the men at 
the Kansas Agricultural College, a 
man who is thoroughly posted along 
these lines and who knows conditions 
writes, “I believe that most of this 
increase has come from the greater 
number of common cows being used 
for dairy purposes. People are buy- 
ing purebred dairy bulls and using 
them on grade cows. In one year 
1015 head were shipped from Wisconsin 
to Kansas. In addition to this numb- 
er from Wisconsin probably three 
or four hundred others were shipped 
in from other sources. Of the cows 
brought into the state I presume I 
would be safe in saying that three- 
fourths were Holsteins. It is also 
probable that three-fourths of the 
people who are starting in to grade 
up their herds are using Holstein 
bulls.” 

It is not the easiest thing in the 
world to make estimates of this kind, 
but it is exceedingly gratifying to 
know that the Holstein-Friesian cow 
is establishing herself so thoroughly 
in this section of the country. In fact, 
wherever dairying is new she finds a 
place and once she begins to fill that 
place the popularity grows rapidly.

The same efforts redounding to the 
benefit of our county fairs really ad- 
yertise local and state products, and 
by that advertising raise the standard 
of the state product as a whole. [ 
feel that as New Yorkers we ought to 
proclaim our product more widely, in 
the sense of publicity, than we are do- 
ing just now. At the meeting of the 
State Dairymen’s Association a few 
weeks ago, I stated that as a New 
Yorker I was ashamed of the display 
New York had made at the National 
Dairy Show at Springfield. We in 
New York have not entered into the 
spirit of publicity as have the western 
states. We have worked on the 
theory, rather, that a good product 
sells itself, and we have failed to rea- 
lize that it helps to get behind and 
push. We have been reluctant to rec- 
ognize the value of advertising in 
increasing the rapidity of production 
and consumption. We can learn a 
lesson from our western friends, and 
also from the businessmen in our own 
state today who have started their 
business by advertising, continued 
their business by advertising, and 
made their progress by advertising.

The Southwestern New York Hol- 
stein Breeders’ Association is one of 
the real live Holstein associations in 
New York state.

T. Fancher of Salamanca, owners res- 
pectively of the famous Segis Fayne 
Johanna and Fancher Farm Maxie, at 
present the two highest producing 
dairy cows in the world. 

In the January issue of their month- 
ly which is an official publication for 
the Holstein Breeders’ Association, 
the annual address of President James 
Phelan of the association is given 
prominent attention. 

Holstein breeders will be particular- 
ly interested in President Phelan’s re- 
marks concerning the comparative val- 
ues of butterfat and solids not fat in 
milk. It will be remembered that Dr. 
Van Slyke of the Geneva experiment 
station in New York in a paper de- 
livered at Rochester at the time of 
the dairymen’s meeting in 1915 dis- 
cussed these matters at some length. 
Dr. Van Slyke’s address was given 
in full in the Holstein-Friesian World 
at that time. 

Mr. Phelan devoted a large part of 
his annual address to a discussion of 
this address of Dr. Van Slyke. We 
are very glad to present for study by 
readers of the World Mr. Phelan’s 
remarks upon this subject:

i * reply to your query, I would say 
that the great error in the doctor’s 
conclusions is that he assumes an ar- 
bitrary value for the fat and solids 
not fat that does not and should not 
exist. The doctor says that one 
pound of fat is equal in commercial 
value to ten pounds of solids not fat. 
This may be true under conditions 
where milk is so cheap and plenti- 
ful that it is skimmed to get the fat 
which can be more easily stored than 
the other solids not fat to be used as 
an animal food. Under these condi- 
tions I think a grade Holstein calf, a 
Berkshire pig or a White Leghorn 
hen will pay more for the solids not 
fat than the doctor considers them 
worth. This is of course assuming 
that the fat is to be made into but- 
ter and not used for any fancy pro- 
duct. 

The Borden price for milk at Ran- 
dolph for February was $1.53 for 3 per 
cent milk and 30c a pound for fat 
above that up to 4% per cent. Milk 
containing 414 per cent or more was 
all paid for at the same price per 
hundred pounds. 

The Borden price for February is 
about 7c per pound for solids not fat 
in 3 per cent milk. 

If we accept the doctor’s standard of 
the relative value of fat and solids not 
tat, and take the price that the Bor- 
dens pay for solids not fat as their 
value, it would make the  butterfat 
worth about 70c per pound. 

Now if the Bordens know their 
business and the skim-milk solids are 
worth the price that they are paying, 
we would be very much obliged to the 
doctor if he would tell us how we can 
°4 the es the butterfat in our 
‘+ per cent Holstein milk.

It has been proven that inbreeding 
if judiciously carried on may be per. 
fectly safe and rhay result in fixing 
type that it is desired to maintain ot 
in eliminating undesirable traits, Dr, 
Geo. M. Rommel of the U. S. Depart. 
ment of Agriculture has made a series 
of extended investigations proving 
these points. 

If one follows rather closely the 
breeding of certain types of animals 
or certain families he will find that 
this sort of inbreeding has been car- 
ried on in a cautious and modest sort 
of way in the development of some 
of the greatest bulls of the breed. 
It is decidedly interesting to study 
these pedigrees and to see how traits 
have been intensified through a judi- 
cious crossing of those lines that are 
particularly strong in particular 
points. 

If this sort of inbreeding were car- 
ried on promiscuously it would soon 
confine the wonderful individuals toa 
limited number of families, but when 
it is judiciously followed it develops 
animals that mate most excellently 
with the superior individuals of other

pounds. As there are about nine 
pounds of solids not fat in 100 pounds 
milk, you will see that after taking out 
the price of the fat at 30c per pound 
the other solids are worth over 12c 
per pound. As the greater part of the 
milk in this state is being sold in this 
way this winter, this gives butterfat 
acommercial value about two and one- 
half times as great as other solids in- 
stead of ten times as great as figured 
bv Dr. Van Slyke. 

Or stating this in another way, the 
commercial value of the first three 
pounds of fat in milk sold under the 
term of the Dairymen’s League is 67c 
per pound and 30c per pound for all 
over 3 per cent. 

While these estimates and conclu- 
sions are not exact, I think that you 
will agree with me that they are 
more nearly so than the doctor’s 
estimate. Inasmuch as the dairymen 
of the state have been able to educate 
the dealers and public to the fact that 
dairymen are entitled to a fair price 
for the product of their labor, it is now 
time to educate our educators to the 
fact that the fat of milk has been giv- 
en a commercial value above its true 
value as compared with the other sol- 
ids of milk. 

In the herds owned by the mem- 
bers of test associations, the verdict 
of “Guilty” is rendered by three 
Judges—the milk scale, the Babcock 
test, and the feed record, and the 


death sentence is pronounced by the 
tester.
